A noteworthy. tribute to the Cana- 
diun Pacific Railway and its presi- 
dent is paid in an article whie) 
sepeared recently in the London 

mes. A review of the Canadian 
railway situation leads to the con- 
clusion that at least the figures em- 
phasize the position of the C.P.R. 
among American railways and the 
responsibilities of the office to 
which Mr. Beatty has succeeded,— 
The Times article follows: 

“Although a railway is apt to be 
considered as typical of a soulless 
corporation, most people in Canada 
are secretely, if not openly, proud of 
the steady solvency and éfficiency of 
the Canadian Pacific. 

“This pride has not been diminish- 
ed since the appointment as presi- 
dent some three years ago of Mr. 
Edward Wentworth Béatty, K.C., 
previously vice-president and gen- 
eral counsel of the company. 

“Fifth in the line, which includes 
the names of Lords Mount-Stephen 
and Strathcona, Sir William Van 
Horne, and Lord Shaughnessy, Mr. 
Beatty is the first native Canadian 
to be president of the Canadian Pa- 
cific.
